SILVER SPEECHES EXPECTED IN 
THE HOUSE, 


pebate Probable on the New Pension Legislation— 
The Atiantic and Pacifie Land Forfeiture Bill— 
The Fitziohn Porter Matter—The Edu- 
cational Bill in the Senate, Etc, 


Wy asuiNoTON, February 7.—In the house of 
repres' niatives tomorrow, after the call of 
statee {vr the introduction of bills, and of com- 
mitt reports, the house will probably 
resume, in committee of the whole, the con- 
sidcration of the half gallon tax bill, upon 
which general debate is now proceeding. Mr. 
Morrison will attempt to confine the discussion 
to the merits of the bill, but owing to the wide 
latitude given by the rules governing debate 
jn committee, it is likely that several speeches 
relating to the silver question will be deliver- 
ed, Itis the intention of the appropriation 
committee to call up the pension appropriation 
pill for action Tuesday. This bill usually pro- 
-yokes little discussion, but the recent agitation 
as to new pension legislation may, on this oc- 
casion, elicit @ general expression of opin- 
jou on the measure. Should _ it 
receive final action Tuesday, and 
siouid the tax bill also be disposed of, Wednes- 
day will be devoted to the consideration of 
the Atlantic and Pacific land forfeiture bill. 
According to the special order made Friday 
b iast.the Fitz John. Porter bill will be taken 
| up Thursday, but it is understood that the 
vote will not be reached this week. 

Senatot Blair hopes to secure the right of 
way in the senate tomorrow, immediately 
atter the morning hour, for his educational 
bill, and the chances are in his favor. Sena- 
tor Cameron wishes to have the bill to create 
an assistant secretaryship of the navy dispos- 
ed of. and will make an effort to secure that 
result at the earliest opportunity. Senator 
Hoar proposes to ask the senate to take up the 
bankruptcy bill, and Senator Platt contem- 
plates pressing the bill for the admission of 
. Washington territory, but neither Senator 
Hoar nor Senator Platt will antagonize the ed- 
ucational bill, The “regular order,’ whatever 
it may prove to be, is likely to be Iaid aside 
another day or two, in order to enable Sena- 
tor frye to makea speech on his resolution,re- 
ported from thecommittee of foreign relations, 
in regard to the fisheries. There is general 
expectation that the judiciary committee will 
be heard from to-morrow in relation to the re- 
fusal of the attorngy general to furnish the pa- 
pers in the Dustin case, but the expectation 
bas no other foundation than the fact that 
the committee’s regular meeting day is Mon- 
day, and that the subject has been referred to 
the committee by the senate. Should the 
committee report to-morrow, a portion of the 
open sessions of the week may be devoted to 
theconsideration of the constitutional relations 
between the executive and the senate. 


LOCAL OPTION FOR THE DISTRICT. 


Scrator Colquitt Going to Strike at the Root 
of the Evi.

WASHINGTON, February 7.—Senator Col- 
quitt, of Georgia, will introduce in the senate 
this week a bill establishing local option in 
the District of Columbia. The bill, which is 
quite lengthy, provides in detail for a vote by 
the people upon the question, and is extremely 
rigorous. Under its provisions no intoxicating 
Viquors can be manufactured within the limits 
of tie District of Columbia, or imported there- 
in, and -if it - becomes a law no 
wines can be used at the state dinners of the 
president. The bill has been submitted to sev- 
eral senators and representatives, and it is 
said its main features have been approved by 
many ofthem. Senators Blair, of New Hamp- 
shire, and Hoar, of Massachusetts, are quoted 
as saying they will favor it, 


TRAPPING A BIGAMIST. 


Jchun Ahearn Finds Himself With Too Many 
Wives. 

SCRANTON, Pa., February 7.—John Ahéarn, 
who left a wife and several children in Swan- 
sea, Wales, some years ago, came tv this city 
and represented himself asa single man and 
was married to an interesting young lady 
named Miss Kate Mahoney. He was con- 
yicted of bigainy inthe criminal courts after 
an’exciting trial here today. After his marriaze 
in Scranton Ahearn went west, and he had 
not been gone long before hissecond wife as- 
certained that he had a wife and children liv- 
ing in Wales. Her friends were wild with 
indignation over the deceit, and Ahearn was 
induced to come back from the west on some 
alluring pretext of a profitable speculation. 

As soon as he reached here he was arrested, 
ind the principal witness against him was the 
certificate of his first marriage, which had 
been obtained by correspondence with his 
former wife. This was seconded by the testi- 
mony of a vivacious little woman namncd 
sullivan, who swore that she had met the 
Prisoner and his wife on several occasions in 1 
taproom in Swansea. A letter which Ahearn 
wrote to his first wife when he was arrested 
here, stating that he was in trouble in conse- 
quence of a young woman, and begging her to 
write back that they had never been married, 
but had lived together, was put in evidence 
und capped the climax of the man’s perfidy 
toward the mother of bis children. It did not 
take the jury long to tind a verdict of guilty 
against Ahearn, who is now awaiting sentence.

THEY ARE AT OUTS. 


The Council and Commission of Chatta- 
nooga at War. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., February 7.—[Spec- 
iul.| Tonight the police commission prepared 
a reply to the flat refusal of the mayor, to ac- 
cede to their proposition to submit the ques- 
tions at issue between them and the city 
ccuncil te arbitration. The reply is 
fainly bristling with the most emphatic 
and deliberate cutting sarcasm, 
and fairly lashes with vehemence and force 
the mayor and city council. They state that 
the wayor and city council have no right, 
Whatever, to interfere; that it is a question 
With the city treasurer, whether he should 
honor their warrants, and declare that in the 
clear letter of the lawthat they should draw 
them, and itisthe palpable purpose of the 
mayor todestroy theirbody. This letter set- 
tles all hope of compromise, and tomorrow 
the commissioners will take steps to petition 
the chancellor for a receiver to take charge of 
the city funds, and see that the police are 
paid. They had hoped to avoid this, but 
persistent refusal of the city council to ob- 
serve the law com pels the step.

THE AUSTRALIAN CHURCH. 


The Catholics of Australia, to the Catholics 
of America. 

BALTrmMorRE, February 7.—Archbishop Gib- 
bons has received a circular letter from the 
archbishops and bishops of Australia, ad- 
dressed to the archbishops and bishops of the 
United States, whieh isas follows: 

Most Illustrious and Reverend Fathers: The 
archbishops Jand bishops of the church of Aus- 
tralia, avail themselves of the occasion of their 
being assembled for holding their first plenary 
council, to send their congratulations. to the illus- 
trious Episcopal of the U States. The youug- 
est daugh the church cannot allow the oc- 
casion of so much joy to her, to pass without com- 
municating her gladnessto her elder sister. Of 
all the national churches, in communion with the 
holy see, there is none to. which the church of 
Australia bears sqclosea resemblance as that of 
the United States. The children of both churches 
are the offspring of the same . races, 
They speak a common language: 
their laws and  cnstoms and manners 
are akin; they are spread over regions of vast ex- 
tent, abounding in every form of material pros- 
perity, the full development of whose unlimited 
resources must raise both people to a foremost 
place amongst the nations of the earth. The den- 
sity of population widely differs, but their territo- 
rial extension is nearly the same. A full century 
has not yet elapsed since its first bishop, Dr. Car- 
rol, was commissioned by the holy see 
to take charge of the infant church of America. 
In this very year, we celebrate the semi-centenary 
of the first arrival of the vicar apostolic on our 
shores, John Bede Paulding, in 1855. In both 
countries the foundations of the faith were laid 
amid many and grave difliculties. These causes, 
from which serious dangers to faith have sprung, 
and Inay continue to spring for some 
time longer, were common to both. The faithfnl 
of both countries have had to contend egainst an 
anti-Catholic tradition in literature, in .- political 
and social life, against deep seated prejudices, 
sometimes breaking out intoopen violence, against 
systems, against governments which, if not hostile, 
cive but litile encouragement to spread our holy 
faith. Ourchildren were not amongst the most 
favored, the wealthiest or the most learned 
of the land, yet both have _ laid 
the foundations of the faith deep and 
solids. As in America, so here in Australia, the 
grain of mustard seed, planted in grateful soii, 
has grown into a goodly tree, and for both, in the 
providence of God, a grand future is in store. 

You will rejoice to learn that our plenary coun- 
cil, in the labors in which we are now cngaged, re- 
quest the boly see to enrich our church with three 
pew metropolitan sees, with six new suffragon 
sces, With four additional bishops, some vicars 
apostolic for the native races, and with a national 
seminary, Which will be the means. of developing 
the manifest vocations of our native youth. 

The cardinal, archbishops, one procurator of a 
metropolitan see, fifteen bishops, one vicar apos- 
tolic, with fifty-two of our clergy, constitute our 
first national synod. 

The success of your colleges, now happily 
crowned by your national university, is a matter 
of deep interest to us, and will, we trust, encour- 
age Gur people tosecond our efforts in imitating 
your noble example. May the decrees of your 
great council, amongst the first in the history of 
the chureh for its numbers and extent, 
iis territory and for the im- 
portance of its deliberations, {be 


fruitful in 
countless blessings for the extirpation of error, for 
the diffusion of truth, for the happiness of your 
tiock, for the salvation of souls, by giving in- 
creased energy toapostolic zeal, greater uniform- 
ity to discipline, and a more extended sphere to 
the normal action of the church 
We beg to remain your most loving and devoted 
brothers in Christ.

They live ina bawdy house kept by their 
mother, and today Mollie discovered that her 
male friend was ata neighboring house. She 
drank until completely crazed with 
liquor, and avowed her . intention 
of soing and getting her friend, White. 
Seizing a large butcher knife, she started, 
wn her nephew tried to capture the knife, 
and was badjJy cutin the arm. Mollie then 
rushed for the street, flourishing the knife in 
diunkcen frenzy, and Nannie, followed, As 
she approached from behind the drunken wo- 
man threw her arm around, the knite pene- 
trating Nannie inthe abdomen. She fell into 
the snow and the drunken went on 
up the strect until stopped and. ta 
ken into the station house. The wounded 
girl was taken into the house to die. 

Mollie was crazy with grief when informed 
of what she had done, and went on in most 
extravagant style. The evidence indicates 
that the killif¥f® was not intentional, but that 
the muideress in herdruiken craze was ignor- 
ant of the deadly work she was doing.

Saved by a Jolting Ride. 

Port JERVIS, February 7.—Dr. R. C. Paine, 
of Bethe], Sullivan county, used his lead pen- 
cil to stira mixture of poison which he was 
preparing. He thoughtlessly put the end of 
the penail in his mouth and soon became very 
ill. Hethen thonght what he had done, and 
hastily takingan emetic he summoned a liv- 
eryman and ordered him to drive with him 
to Dr. Appley’s, at Cochechton, seven miles dis- 
tant. Before they had gone far Dr. Paine be- 
came unconscious and was placed on the bot- 
tom of the wagon. Just before Cochecton was 
reached the emetic which he had taken oper- 
ated, and by the time Dr. Appley’s was reach- 
ed Dr. Paine had recovered consciousness. It 
was several hours before he was fully restor- 
ed. Both Dr. Paine and Dr. Appley say that 
but for the jolting ride over the Cochecton 
road, which was very rough, the emetic would 
not bave taken effect soon enough to have 
saved the doctor’s life.

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THE CHINESE MOVING. 


THE PIGTAILS EXPELLED FROM 
SEATLLE. 


An Organized Movement to Get Rid of the Mongo- 
lians—Placed Upon Steamers with Their 
Passages Paid, and Ordered to Goa 
Long Way Off—Other Notes. 


PORTLAND, Or,, February 7.—Today, as if 
by programme laid out, the Chinese are being 
driven out of Seattle, W. T. It is understood 
that the Knight of Laborare at the head of 
themovement. The Chinamen are marched 
tothe steamer Queen of the Pacific, lying 
at her wharf, and the rioters pay steerage pas- 
sage toSan Francisco for each one put on 
board. The steamer plies regularly between 
San Francisco and Puget Sound. At this hour, 
2p.m., about one hundred Chinamen have 
been put on board. On an attempt being 
made by the rioters to force the Chinese on 
board without paying fare, which is 
ten dollars in each the 
captain stationed men with hose prepared to 
throw five streams of water into the mob if 
such an attempt is made. The mayor of Seattle 
and other prominent citizens telegraphed Van- 
ccuver barracks, asking General Gibbon, 
commanding the department of the Columbia, 
for troops. General Gibbon has telegraphed 
the war department, but no anthority has yet 
come from Washington to send troops. Van- 
couver is distant 150 miles from Seattle, and 
transportation would be eflected by boat 
and rail, The shortest time in 
which troopse coud be transported 
is seven hours, and evenif they should start 
tonight, they would be too late to prevent the 
expulsion ofthe Chinese. Chief Justice Green, 
of Washington Territory, has telegraphed At- 
torney General Gariand asking him to use his 
influence to have the troops ordered to Seattle. 
As yet no bloodshed or incendiarism has oecur- 
red, but it is believed tonight there will be se- 
rious trouble. 

THE CULMINATION REACHED. 

A special to the Oregonian from Seattle 
says: “At last the long drawn out anti-Chinese 
agitation has reached the culminative point, 
as far as Seattle is concerned, It was thought 
by many that when the United States troops 
were withdrawn from here, that the agitation 
was dead, and as weeks went by with- 
cut the commission of any overt act, 
this opinion was strengthened. As events 
show, however, the feeling ras 
not even dormant, and the agitators have been 
quietly laying plans all the while. An effort 
was made to putthese plans into execution 
today, though with what success cannot be 
said. Ananti-Chinese meeting was held last 
evening, at which a committee 
for the ostensible purpose of visiting China- 
town to ascertain whether the city sanitary 
regulations were properly observed by the 
Chinese. The committee commenced its 
work at seven o'clock this morning, headed by 
Acting Chief of Police Murphy, and accom- 
panied by an enormous crowd, which had ap- 
parently came together by previous under- 
standing. They proceeded to Chinatown. 

KNOCKING AT THE DOOR. 

The mode of procedure was simple. Tue 
committee would approach a house inhabited 
by Chinamen, and knock at the door. When 
the occupants appeared they would be ques- 
tioned concerning the observance of the city's 
sanitary regulations. While such conversation 
was going on the crowd would enter the house 
and begin loading the goods and occupants 
upon a wagon which had appeared 
was useless for the Chiuamen 
to resist, and they generally 
submitted with as good grace as_ possible. 
When their movable goods were. loaded in the 
wagon they were also placed on board, and 
driven tothe ocean dock, wherethe steamer, 
(uceu of the Pacific, was Iving ready to sail 
furSan Francisco. Nottheslightest warning 
of this movement had been given, and the au- 
thorities were totally unprepared 
for it. The police force generally 
sided with the crowd, and made no effort to 
stop the work of removal. Sheriff MeGraw 
was soon ou the scene, and commanded the 
mob to disperse, but they paid no attention to 
him. When he would collecta few citizens 
and attrmpt to interfere, the crowd would 
ccase operations atthat point, but carry them 
on without cessation in other quarters. This 
continued for several hours, Sheriff McGraw, 
Judge Green and the mayor, making such ef- 
forts as they could in behalf of law, but with- 
out avail. 

THE GOVERNOR COMES IN. 

About ten o'clock. Governor Squire, who is 
in the city, issued the following proclama- 
1i0n : 

Tothe people of Washington territory: Where- 
as, it is represented to-me by the mayor of the city 
of Seattle as follows : 

“Hon. W. C. Squire—Sir: The Chinese residents 
ofthe of Seattle are being unlawfully removed 
from this city by a mob unlawfully gathered to- 
gether. The authority of the city is not sufficient 
10 keep the peace, and preserve order. I appeal 
to you for aid and assistance. 

“HENRY I. Yes_er, Mayor.” 

Now, therefore, I, Watson C. Squire, governor 
of Washiugton territory, do hereby publish this 
my proclamation, warning all persons to desist 
irem breach ef the peace. and that peaceably dis- 
pcsed persons shall retire to their homes, except 
such persons as are disposed to assist the sheriff 
and duly constituted civil authorities in maintain- 
ing order, and I request all persons who are dis- 
posed to asssist in maintaining order, to en 
rollthemselves under the sheriff immediately. 
for that purpose. Furthermore, 1 order the mili- 
tary of this city to immediately place themselves 
under arms, and that thecommanding officers of 
such companies report forthwith to the sheriff of 
King county, fir the purpose of renderng him 
military assistance, if need be, in maintaining 
law. Doneat Seattle,?this 7th day of February, 
1SSG. WATSON C, SQUIRE, Governor. 

READ TO THE CROWD, 

This proclamation was read to the crowd, 
and was received witha howl of detiance. It 
had absolutely no pacifying effect. An at- 
tempt wasthen madeto ring ths fire bells, 
but they were soon silenced. Two local com- 
panies of militia, and three companies of home 
euards organized at the time the United States 
troops were withdrawn, however, 
responded a6 quickly as _—s possible, 
but by the time they were ready for action 
there secmed to be nothing for them to do. 
About four hundred Chinamen were huddled 
together in the warehouse on the ocean dock, 
and the immense crowd prevented them from 
returning to their homes. The majority of 
them showed much inclination to remain 
where they were, as they were thorougly 
cowed and eager to get away from Seattle. 

A HOT BATH READY. 

The officers of the steamer, however, refus- 
ed to receive the Chinamen without tickets. 
They prepared the hot water hose and took 
every precaution to def nd the vessel from any 
attempt to force the Chinamen on board. In 
this dilemma, a collection was raised, and 
enough subscribed to pay the passage of about 
one hundred. These were received on board. 
each one expressing a desire to go, 
and declined the offers of the officials 
to protect them from violence, if they re- 
mained. The steamer should have sailed at 
lp. m., but was detained in the hope that 
some arrangement would be made for the pas- 
sage of the Chinamepn, who were huddled on 
the Cock unable to return to their homes, and 
perfectly willing to go. About five 
o'clock p. m. the - militia marched 
down to Chinatown and took possession 
It was deserted except bya few merchauts, 
who bad been allowed to remain temporarily, 
At 6 p.m.a writof habeas corpus was issued, 
charging that the Chinese was illegally re- 
strained of their liberty on board the steamer. 
The writ was made returnable at 10 o’clock 
this morning. Inthe meantime the steamer 
was epjoined from sailing.

THE FLDERAL GOVERNMENT NOTIFIED, 

Governor Squire, in addition to issuing his 
proclamation, sent the following telegram to 
the secretary of war. the secretary of the in- 
terier and General Gibbon, commanding the 
department of Columbia. 

SEATTLE, February 7.—An immense mob is 
forcing the Chinese to leave Seattle The civil 
authorities are arming a posse comitatus to protect 
them, A serious conflict is probable. I respectfully 
request that United States troops be mmediately 
sent to Seattic. The troops at Fort Townsend can 
arrive soonest, and probably will be sufficient. 
Have issued a proclamation. — 

Watson C. Squires, Governor. 

The troops at Port Townsend-and Vancouver 
are ready to move, andare only awaiting or- 
ders from Washington. Much surprise is ex- 
pressed that the movement was arranged so 
quietly. The city is full of strangers, and it 
is hard totell whence they came. It is believ- 
ed by many that the plans were 
made in Tacoma, as many 
promivent agitators from that place, as well as 
reporters for both the Tacoma papers, arrived 
bere yesterday, Mayor Wersbach, of Tacoma,is 
also bere, and it is freely asserted that he is 
engineeripg the movement. 

AN ANSWER FROM GIBBON, 

Advices fron: Vancouver say General {Gii- 
bons has answered Governor Squires that he 
could not send troops to Seattle without direct 
orders from the president, and they have not 
yet been received. The report that the 
Knights of Labor headed the mob to expel 
the Chinese seems to have no foundation 
While there were members of the organiz- 
ation in the mob there is no evidence what- 
ever that the Knights as an organization were 
counected with the movement.

THE STRIKERS DESPERATE. 


The Action of the Striking Miners Around 
Mt. Pleasant. 

MT. PLEASANT, Pa., February 7.—The 
strikers held meetings at different places 
throughout the coke regions today, and de- 
cided to march in abody to Scottdale tomor- 
row, to attend «a mass meeting. The 
weck closed yesterday with sev- 
eral occurrances of a character 
which shows the determination and disposi- 
tion of the strikers. A numberof men who 
had been working in the pits received let- 
teis bearing the insignia of death, with coffins 
and daggers rampant, while the inscription 
warned them to stop work immediately 
under the penalty of death, 
The missives were spotted with blood, 
and exhibiled a very sanguinary appearance.

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TO PROTECT THE BIRDS. 


The Ornithologists’ Union Protests Against 
the Killing of Birds for Millinery Purposes. 
New York, February 7.—[Special.}|—The 

attention of the American Ornithologists’ 
union has been called to the indiscriminate 
destruction of birds of beautiful plumage 
throughout the country for uses prescribed by 
fashion. The number of birds killed annually 
in the states merely to decorate the bonnets 
and hats of ladies of fashion has become so 
enormous that the total extinction of some of 
the most valuable species is threatened, and 
the union has decided that steps shall be taken 
at once to prevent its spread. A scheduled 
account of the number of the different species 
killed each year to meet the demand for 
them in the fashionable market 
was presented at a meeting 
of the union at the Central Park museum of 
natural history the other day, and a ‘“Com- 
mittee on the Protection of North American 
rds” was appointed without delay. The 
committee consists of gentlemen from differ- 
ent states,and they will endeavor to collect 
all possible informatiou respecting their 
slaughter for millinery purposes and their 
wanton killing for sport, will endeavor to 
furm societies for their protection, and try to 
secure the enforcement of bird protective stat- 
utes without interfering in the protection of 
game by protective associations formed for 
that purpose. The headquarters of the com- 
mittee will be in New York at the museum of 
natural history.

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| FACT OF SHERMAN’S RAID | 


HOW TECUMSEH BURNED THE 
PLANTATION OF HIS COUSIN. 


Happy Life of the Olden Time on the Coast of Caro- 
lina—The Story of a Connecticut Girl Who 
Came South to Keep House for Her 
Brother—Her Death, Etc., Etc. 


Judge Clark, of Atlanta, in Charleston, S. C., News. 

About three-fourths of a century ago one of 
the prominent citizens of the Blackswamp 
neighborhood, near the village of Robertviile, 
then in Beaufort district, now Hampton county 
of your state, was Dr. Thomas Harris a native 
of North Carolina. He wa3 one of the two or 
three practicing physicians of that locality. 
There was also there and at Robertville another 
prominent citizen. He was a merchant, and 
perhaps the only merchant, for in those early 
days when transportation Was so difficult, the 
people needed but few goods. This merchant 
brought his goods from Savannah, and carried 
his country produce there by pole-boats owned 
by himself. His name was Benjamiu Brooks, 
anative of Connecticut. Both these gentle- 
men were bachelors, and had reached an age 
when they would soon be on the list of old 
bachelors. Brooks, feeling the need of a house- 
keeper, and it not being in his plan of life to 
marry, brought out from his native state bis 
sister Mary, then a young lady of twenty. 
This event, I will say, occurred in the vear 
1510, for Mary’s birthday was on May 10th, 
17%0. It came to pass within a few years 
thereafter that Mary Drooks, the Connecticut 
girl. and Thomas Harris, the North Carolina 
doctor, were married. Some time thereafter 
Benjamin Brooks died, and Mary Brooks was, 
so fer as blood relations went, leit alone in that 
country, then so distant from her native land. 
No child was born unto her, and except her 
husband she bad notie of relationship to bind 
her to her adopted home. The husband 
and wife lived harmoniously to- 
gether for many years, but some time before 
the late ‘‘war between the states’ Dr. Harris 
diced. His wife having no family of her own, 
assisted the doctor in his practice and, when 
occasion required, would nurse his patients. 
At the death of the doctor she inherited all he 
bad, which consisted of the farm they resided 
upon, a few slaves and the live stock required 
tocarry on the farm. Here she resided for 
quite-a number of years, contented with her 
home. Her trusty slaves protected and sup- 
ported her, and she continued toserve her 
neighbers and friends whenever possible, for 
having been so long the wife of a doctor she 
knewof many remedies, and was skilled in 
nursing. 

PLANTATION LIFF. 

The home of Mrs, Harris was in the center 
of one of the richest plant: tion sections in the 
st te of South Carolina. <A large area of the 
land was suitable to the production of cotton. 
The invention of the cotton gin, of steam navy- 
igation on the river, the cheapness of labor 
and work animals started those enterprising 
and energetic planters on a career of prosperi- 
tv that soon made them nearly all wealthy. 
So rich were they in Jands and negroes that 
the planter who did not own more than a hun- 
drcd negroes considered himself poor. Edn- 
cation, intelligence, refinement and luxury 
followed in the footsteps of wealth, until for 
mubny miles in every direction there were pal- 
ace like mansions, furnished in 
the latest and style. 
In these a generous and luxurious hospitality 
vos so constant as to become the daily routine. 
Thise pecple having wealth necessarily had 
leisure. This leisure they employed in mak- 
ing each other bappy and in beautifying their 
homes and grounds. They or their ancestors 
had lived so long in one neighborhood, fron 
marriage and intermarriago, they were nearly 

other by blood or affinity.

struct the other. The destruct march of 
Sherman through South Carolina has been $9 
well and so often described, it would be worse

4 DESOLATE OLD AGE, 

From the preceding narrative it will already 
be understood that Mrs. Harris in her old age 
wis left by Sherman homeless and destitute, 
with no blood relation any nearer than the 
distant and antagonistic state of Connecticut. 
No friend in the neighborhood was able to 
relieve her, and she made her way to the near- 
e:t pait of Georgia that Sherman had spared, 
where she found an abiding place with oneof 
the descendants of the friends of her youth. 
There a nephewof her deceased husband, the 
Rev. Franklin. Harris, went for her and 
brought her to his home in Atlanta. la 
the course of a few years he died, ani 
thus the last link in the way of a rela- 
tive had been broken, and the old lady 
feltvery desolate. By this time she was 
eighty-two years of age, and she cou'd do no- 
thing but look with an earnest and constant 
longing over the hills in the direction of her 
old home, and have her heart go out with ev- 
ery train she saw go in that direction, She 
was in reality home-sick, and for a home that 
cc nsisted of only one or two negro cabins. bat 
her's was pot the ordinary home sickness. It 
was more than that—it might besaid she was 
grave sick. She wished to reach Carolina be- 
fore she died that she might be buried where 
she bad lived fifty years or more of her wo- 
manhood. 
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DEPENDENT ON CHARITY. 

With the aid of a small legacy left her by 
Ler loving and faithful nephew,and the per- 
copal kindness of a few new friends, the old 
lady began her journey back. She travelled 
portions of the journey at times and finally 
reached her destination. Whenshe got there, 
rather than bea “burden in her old age upon 
ber old friends,most of whom were themselves 
in peor circuntstances, she took a cabin rod mo 
ov 0 land, ; a ae a aan

Finding the butcher, 
Mr. W. W. Rawlins, it was ascertained that 
they were purchased from Mr. J. E. Crossland, 
of East Dougherty. Mr. Crossland says he 
can raise cattle successfully; the cli- 
mate is mild, requiring shelter only about two 
months ont of twelve, that coming in about 
the same time he wishes to stall feed them to 
fatten for markét; in fact, itis the most suc- 
cessful enterprise to be engaged in by land 
owners in this section. When asked why 4 
general stock farm would not pay, to which 
he gave the following piece of information: 

“T have, as you know, tried goats, sheep 
and hogs. Last winter] killed enou meat 
to do my plantation a year and a half, besides 
selling sufficient to pay extra labor and other 
incidentals for the same period. I save enough 
for a good slaughter this winter, but do you 
see that negro in that wagon? 1 employed 
him for this year. He bronght to my place 
about thirteen diseased hogs, spread the cholera 
among mine, and one week found myself 
hogless. Besides, he had one old sow that cat 
up eight kids for me before breakfast, and the 
sheep—the lambs—why, they save them for 
Sunday. I therefore have been forced to sell at 
a sacrafice my goatsand sheep and abandon 
hog raising until we can have a no-fence law. 
That will give the land ownera chance to use 
his own pastures by fencing, and force the 
non-landowners to either purchaae land or 
abandon attempting to raise diseased stock at 
the expense of the owners ofthe land. Then, 
and not until'then, will stock raising become a 
profitable enterprise in southwest Georgia. It 
will pay better than cotton, that fact has al- 
ready been demonstrated against all the disad- 
vantages. ’

- ‘The Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., preached 


today in the Brooklyn tabernacle, the fifth of 
his series of sermons on “The Marriaze Ring,” 
the subject being “Duties of Husbauds to 
W.ves.” Before the sermon he explined the 
oi) chapter of Genesis, conceraing Abra- 
ham’s admiration for Sarah, her age the only 
woman's age mentioned in the Bible, implying 
that inquisitaveness‘on that subject is an imper- 
The hymn sung was: 

“Blest be the tie that binds 

Qur hearts in Christian love.'’

In this fifth discourse on “The Marriage 
Ring,” having spoken of the choice of a life- 
time companion, I take it for granted, O man, 
that your marriage was divinely arranged,and 
that the camels have arrived from the right 
direction, and at the right time, bringing the 
one that was intended for your consort, a Re- 
bekah and not a Jezebel, I proceed to discourse 
as to how you ought to treat your wife, and 
my ainbition is to tell you more plain truth 
than vou ever heard in any three-quarters of 
an hour in all your life. 

First of all, I charge you realize your re- 
Sponsibility in having taken her from the cus- 
tody and care and homestead in which she was 
once sheltered. Whatcourage you must have 
had, and what confidence in yourself to sav to 
her practically, “I will be to you more than 
your father and mother, more than all the 
friends you ever had or evercan have. Crive 
up everrthing and take me. I feel competent 
tosee you through life in safety. You ure an 
immortal being, but lam competent to defend 
you and make you happy. However bright 
and comfortable a home you have now, and 
thengh in one of the rooms is the arm chair in 
which you rocked, and in the garret isthe 
cradle in which you were hushed and the 
truncie bcd in which you slept, and in the sit- 
ting room are the father and mother who have 
got wrinkle faced and stoop shouldered and 
dim eye sighted in taking care of you, yet you 
will do Letter to come withme.” [Iamamazed 
that any of usever had the sublimity of im- 
pudence to ask such a transfer from a home 
assured to a home conjectured and unbuilt. 

You would think meavery daring and haz- 
a'dous adventurer if I should go}iown to one of 
the piers on the North river, and at a time 
when there was a great Jack of ship captains, 
and I should, with no knowledge of naviga- 
tion, propose to take a steamer across to Glas- 
gow «r Havre, and say: “All aboard! Haul 
in the planks and swing out,” and passing out 
intothe sea plunge through darkness and 
storm. If I succeeded in getting charge of one 
that would be the ship that would never be 

ieard of. Butthatisthe boldness of every 
He says: “I will 
navigate you through the storms, the cyclones, 
the jogs of alifetime. I will run clear of 
rocks and icebergs. Ihave no experience and 
I have no Seaport, but all aboard for the voy- 
age of a lifetime! I admit there have been ten 
ithousaud shipwreckson this very route, but 
don't hesitate! Tut! Tut! There now! Don’t 
try! Brides must not cry at the wedding.” 

In response to this the woman, by her ac- 
tion, practically says: “I have but one life to 
live, and I entrust itall to you. My arm is 
weak, but I will depend on the strength of 
yours. I don’t Know much of the world, but 
Jj rely on your wisdom. I put my body, my 
mind, my soul, my time, my eternity, in your 
keepivg. I make no reserve. Even my name 

resign and take yours, though mine is a 
name that suggests all that was honorable in 
my fether,and all that was good in my mother, 
and all that was pleasant in my brothers and 
Sisters.

Shoot the Rogers Family. 

We desire to call the attention of Mr. 
Dana and his distinguished contemporary, 
the Hon. Josephus Pulitzer, to the fact that 
no charge of corrupt motives can reach 
Attorney-General Garland. He it was who 
first disclosed to the public the fact that he 
held stock in the magnificent Rogers family, 
and gave this as a reason for refusing to take 
official action where he wis personally in- 
terested. 

This public declaration by Attorney- 
General Garland drew from the beautifal 
and distinguished Rogers fimily an indig- 
nant protest. Mr. Garland was accused of in- 
gratitude by the thief fugleman of the tal- 
ented Rogers family,—thechief fugleman be- 
ing,as is well known, one of the most amiable 
poets of the nineteenth century—a songster 
whose pure lays echo in the blue dome of 
heaven, so to speak. 

It is to be borne in mind, moreover, that 
this declaration on the part of the attorney- 
general has caused the distinguished Rogers 
family to dispose of their private letter 
books to the paid newspuper agents of the 
Bell monopoly. We have read every letter 
reproduced by the Bell telephone company 
in the New York World, but we fail to find 
a line, a phrase, or « word in the letter of 
any democrat which betrays « consciousness 
that there is even a dream of a swindle. The 
headings .placed over these letters by 
the New York World’s§ agent of 
the Bel! monopoly are atrocious 
calumniations for which there is not the 
slightest excuse, and it is difficult to decide 
whether the World has been purchased by 
the Bell-Gould monopoly, or whether it is 
engaged in an effort to destroy the reputa- 
tions of honest men for the sake of a sensa- 
tion. Wedo not hesitate to give the World 
the benefit of the doubt. It is inconceiva- 
ble that such a newspaper should be in the 
market, and we are forced to conclude that 
its headlines have been composed merely for 
the purpose of creating a sensation. There 
is absolutely nothing in the letters of 
Attorney-General Garland, of Isham G. 
Harris, of General Joseph E. Johnston, or 
of any other sontherner connected with the 
enterprise, calculated to show a desire or a 
purpose to use their official positions for 
promoting this Pan-Electric affair. 

No honest man can see anything wrong in 
these letters; no honest man can suppose 
that the prominent democrats, whose names 
bave been drawn from the letter-books of 
the Rogers family by the active agents of 
the Bell-Gould monopoly, are swindlers and 
corruptionists. At the same time, there can 
be no doubt that they have placed them- 
selves and the administration in a most awk- 
ward position. They have created a scandal 
in the democratic party, and they owe it to 
the country and to the party to promptly di- 
vorce themselves from the beautiful and dis- 
tinguished Rogers family. The Pan-Electric, 
which is only another name for the talented 
Rogers family, should be left to shift for it- 
self, so tar as the democratic stockholders in 
the affair are concerned.

for « patent ona telephone. On the same 
day, but perhaps an hour later, Mr. Elisha 
Gray applied for a similar patent. Professor 
Bell got the patent, and Mr. Gray was 
thrown out. 

A telephone bad been shown at the cen- 
tennial, and visitors amused themselves by 
talking to each other across the building. 
No one thonght then the telephone would 
amount to more than an ingenious toy. 

In 1877, a company was organized to in- 
troduce the telephone. In the past four 
years that company has paid four million 
dollars in dividends. Its net profits in 1884 
were one million seven hundred thousand 


dollars. The original ‘stock has been 
doubled seven times, and is now worth $150 
au Share. The man who paid $50 originally 
pow has $1,200 of par stock worth $1,300. 
This enormous gain in value has been made 
in less than eight years, during which time 
his original investment has been paid back 
five times over im dividends. The income 
last vear was two million dollars; the tax 
and salary list less than one hundred and 
fifty thousand. The profits increase at 
tremendous rate. If the patent is not for- 
feited, the company will become the most 
gigantic monopoly ever known. « 

Professor Bell is worth $4,000,000 which 
he made ont of his invention, while Fulton, 
who invented steamships, Stevenson who 
invented steam engines, and Morse who !n- 
vented the telegraph, died poor. W. H. 
Forbes, of Boston, the president of the tele- 
phone company;put in $64,000, and has made 
$7,000,000. G. G. Hubbard on $31,000, has de- 
rived over$2,000,000. The company has made 
dozen millionaires. Mr. Lamar, secretary 
of the interior, has decided that there 1s 
enough evidence of fraud in obtaining the 
Bell patent to justify the government in 
bringing a suit to vacate the patent. That 
suit has been brought by Solicitor Goode, 
and is now pending.

Two Illustrated Magazines. 

Harper's Magazine for February is nearly 
a month old. It was issued on the 15th of 
last month. and now has the flavor of a very 
ancient affair. Tothe thoughtful reader, 
who appreciates literary art, the most at- 
tractive fexature of the number is the contin- 
uation of Miss Woolson’s remarkable serial 
of ‘‘East Angels.’’ This story is a drama on 
a large scale—a huge and almost flawless 
mirror in which we behold the gradual de- 
velopment of character, and in which we get 
an occasional glimpse of the untamed and 
untamable passions of the human heart. It 
is true our superficial friends, the metropoli- 
tan critics, are not particularly well pleased 
with ‘‘East Angels;’’ they say it is too long, 
and that it drags heavily. But the question 
is, have they read it? Have they observed 
the wonderful processes by which the char- 
acters are made to live and move before us? 
Probably not. But when thoughtful criti- 
cism seizes upon this new novel, the novel, 
us a whole, will take rank among the master- 
pieces of English fiction. Many Atlanta 
people will find a melaneholy interest in 
“Mr. Wege’s Party on the Kissimee,” by 
Henry Dauge, which was the pen name ot 
the late Mis. Henrietta Hammond. Some of 
the illustrations of this article are from the 
pencil of Miss Mary Franklin, who is also 
well known in Atlanta. Miss Kate Upson 
Clarke contributes a dramatic story, “*lo 
Sooly,’’ withone of A. B. Frost’s character- 
istic illustrations, It is interesting to com 
pare the recent work of Frost with that of I. 
x, Abbey. Frost is thoroughly and intense- 
ly American in every line, while Abbey rev- 
els among the pigvins and skewers oO! a hun- 
dred years ago. Frost understands Ameri- 
can character, and presents it in a broad, 
free, unconventional manner, while Abbey s 
work is wholly conventional. One would 
know his broad waisted, masculine women 
and his squint eyed men if one should meet 
them in an old sedge field—which heaven 
forfend! His maids, his matrons and his 
cooks are all modeled aiter one and the same 
big fisted wench. As art is long, no doubt 
the omnipresent is a «definite part of it. One 
of the most interesting articles in the num- 
ber is ‘“The Blue Grass Revion of Kentucky,’ 
by James Lane Allen. The illustrations 
are engraved irom photographs, but by some 
curious error a negro working ina tobacco 
patch is labeled ‘‘a sweet potato field.’’ Mr. 
Howells’s serial, ‘‘Indian Summer,” is con- 
cluded in this number, and the result is 
what might have been expected. The story 
has been mildly interesting, but it isin- 
tensely trivial. Thereis anoccasional gleam 
of humor in the driveling talk of the flabby 
minded hero, but such aman, with such an 
experience, might well ask the question, is 
life worth living? and answer it by shooting 
himself through the head. But there is no 
use in complaining. Mr. Howells’s little 
sketch is composed strictly on the line of his 
theory of fictive art. According to his view 
we have become too exquisitely sensitive to 
tolerate Balzac, Thackeray and Dickens. 
The great difficulty with Mr. Howells is that 
he believes that human emotion is measured 
by the limitations that exert an overwhelm- 
ing influence in Boston society. Anything 
strenuous or passionate, or even really seri- 
ous, would be promptly voted a bore; but 
Mr. Howells knows nothing, if he has not 
discovered that under the superficial affair 
known :s Boston society, there are tragedies 
going on of which the conscientious novelist 
must take note. He knows nothing if he 
does not know that human emotions and hu- 
man passions are just as strenuous—just as 
wild—to-day as they were in the days of Bal- 
wae or Shakespeare, or as they were in the 
days of Lear and Hamlet. He is the master 
who will perceive the relations that these 
passions and these emotions bear to modern 
life and civilization. 

In the Century Magazine, for February, 
Mr. Howells begins another of his society 
sketches, entitled ‘‘The Minister’s Charge,’’ 
and this sketch promises to be even more 
trivial in its progress and outcome than “‘Ia- 
dian Summer.’’ A Boston minister has 
praised the doggere] of a country boy, and 
this affair promises to be made quite tragic. 
It is a little queer that Mr. Howells, who 
was reared in the west, and who must, at 
some period of his life, have been brought in 
contact with real men and women, should 
not have mother-wit enough to perceive 
that his situations are out of all proportion 
tohuman experience and human motives. 
Mr. Henry James concludes his dreary 
story, ‘“The Bostonians,’’ and Mr. Frank R. 
Stockton begins a two-part story. Mr. Ca- 
ble has a very entertaining sketch of the 
Creole negroes, accompanied by arrange- 
ments of Creole negro songs. ‘‘John Bode- 
win’s Testimony,’’ by Mrs. Mary Halleck 
Foote, grows in strength and interest. ‘‘An 
‘Onfortunit Creetur,’’’ is, we believe, Miss 
Mat Crim’s first contribution to magazine 
literature. It has the strength of simplicity 
and perfect characterization, the local color, 
so to speak, being laid on with « firm but free 
hand. The war literature, which has heen 
such a popular feature of the Century dur- 
ing the past several months, is reinforced by 
articles from Grant and Longstreet. General 
Longstreet’s article is of special interest, 
bearing as it does on the discussion which 
involved the military career of Fitz John 
Porter. In regard to this matter, Long- 
street’s article ought to be final, for it is 
written entirely without prejndice. Its

ELOQUENT SERMONS IN 
CHURCHES YESTERDAY.

at the Second Baptist—Rev. 
J. W. Lee,at T The Services at the First 
Baptist— The Congregationalists—An In- 
teresting Collections of Sermons. 


Dr. McDonald P 


At the Second Baptist church yesterday a large 
congregation assembled to hear Pr. McDonald. 
Senator Brown and Governor McDanicl were in 
the congregation, besides many other distinguish- 
ed wen. Professor Denck presided at the organ 
with admiravle Skill. The singing was by the con- 
gregation. 

Dr. McDonald gave out as the opening hymn: 


“When I can read my titles clear 
fo mansions in the skies,”’ etc. 

The sermon was from that portion of the fourth 
chapter of Second Kings in which is given the ac- 
count of Elisha’s increase of the widow’s oil. The 
woman's husband had died in debt and the credit- 
ors were about to take her two sons into 
pendage and Elisha performed the miracle of 
increasing her smal) store of oil until it paid her 
debts. Dr. MeDonald spoke very beautifully of 
miracles, and especially of the one mentioned in 
the text. He @welt upon the happy home, when 
ihe husband was alive, the desolation that followed 
his death and the hearts-anguish when the credi- 
iors came for the two boys. The doctor said, 
among other ings, ‘“‘Debts are fearful 
things. IsSometimes believe it would bea wise 
thing to have in force the literal interpretation of 
the statement ‘owe no man anything; to organize 
nil the business of the world on the plan of paying 
as yougo. I believe inthe payment of debts. On 
a monument in Frankfort, Ky.—a monument 
over the grave of the celebrated 
Dick Johnson—is the statement that he 
introduced and secured the passage of a law abol- 
ishing imprisonment fordebt. | think that that 
was right. Itscems an tnwise thing to put a man 
in jailin order to make him pay a debt. Better 
take him outand se!l him or make him work and 
pay the debt than to pinion him everlastingly ina 
prison. 

Continuing his discourse, the doctor said: 

“Sometimes the best thing that can be done for 
& man isto give him work. A man that can’t do 
one thing ought to do another. Let him clean the 
Streets or break rocks or do anything rather than 
eat the bread of beggary. See how he ought 
to be helped. Sometimes the worst thing 
you can do is to give a man something 
and establish him in his beggary. 

A man trembling from the effects of dissipation 
came to me once aud asked for money to buy med- 
icine forasick wife. I expect hewanted whisky 
for asick man.’’ 

Dr. MeDonald spoke with pride of Atlanta's be- 
nevolence. He said there was a way to give to 
the shrinking sufferers of the city that would fall 
like a benediction on their ltves. Rough words, 
he said, did not do people much good. He closed 
his sermon by a refercnce to the needy old preach-- 
ers of the state, some of whom had been turned 
out and neglected asa man would be ashamed to 
turn eutan old horse oran old dog. After the ser- 
monanumber of gentlemen contributed money 
to be sent to the needy ministers who are too o!d to 
work in the vineyard of the Lord. 


Trinity Church. 


One of the largest andiences ever seated in Trin- 
ity church was present on yesterday to hear Dr. 
J. W. Lee, who preached by special request of a 
number ofthe board of stewards, and others, from 
the suhjectiof loving and serving God. Every aisle 
snd to the chancil rail was filled with chairs and 
stools, While many were turned away that could 
ot be accomodated with room. The sermon was 
cloquent, and Dr. Lec held this large congregation 
perfectly interested for nearly an hour. 

Text—*'Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, strength, mind, ete., and thou shalt be 
saved.’’ 

As Dr. Lee has preached from this text before 
at Trinity it is necessary only to give a short syn 
opsis.

CAPTIVE TIGERS. 


India’s Land of Romance and Chivalry—The 
Rose-Red City of Jeypore. 

In a letter to the London Telegraph, written 
at Jeypore, India, George Augustus Sala says: 

If the country around Delhi and along the 
banks of the Jumna must be called the classic 
district of India, Rajpootana is her land-of ro- 
mance and chivalry—the region where nature, 
art, and anoble race of warriors have com- 
bined to rendcr every aspect of the province 
attractive. The mountain-mass of Aboo pre- 
pares the traveler for the change which he 
will experierce in passing from the flat ver- 
dure of Guzerat to the highland valleys of 
Jeypore, Ulwur, Codeypore, Jodhpore and 
other Rajpoot states. 

THE BLUEST BLOOD OF THE WORLD. 

Rajpootana is measurelessly old. The biuest 
blood of Europe is but of yesterday compared 
with that of the proud families of this region. 
The five great Panda brothers of the Mahab- 
harata were Rajpoots, and wandered over the 
face of these dry plains and marbled hilk. 
The first ancestor of the Rajpoot kings ruling 
these valleys was the sun in heaven, who was 
the father of Rama Chundra, the hero of the 
Ramayana, and himself an incarnation of Vish- 
nu. The princes whom we shall visit here- 
abouts call themselves and are fmwoiliarly 
styled Surya-vansa, the “ Children of the 
Sun.” The unbroken pedigree of the ma- 
harajah of Jeypore goes back through 1%) 
pames to Kusa, who was the second son of 
Rama. Even the haughty emperor of Delhi 
bestowed on Jey Singh, the renowed astrono- 
mer, king of this land, the title siwai, mean- 
ing “one and a quarter’—still borne by Jcy 
pore” princes—as if these immemorial! houses of 
Rajpootna, and their lords, exceeded by a 
fourth the standard of human pride and prow- 
ess. Itwasesteemed an extraordinary con- 
descension when a Rajpoot princess espoused 
a great mogul in the zenith of his power 
and this wasthe land where, for ages, the 
female children of the great thakoors were 
killed at their birth with poison put on the 
breast of the nurse, becatise husbands high 
enough in rank could nowhere be found for 
them. Of the martial qualities of the race In- 
dian annals are so full that Iliads of stirring 
verse could be written about the daring deeds 
and boundless loyalty of the Rajpoot clans- 
men. It was at Jodhpore that a Raipoot woman, 
placed in charge of the _ rana’s son. 
deposited her own infant in the 
cradle of the young prince and left her oll- 
spring to be murdered by some assassins who 
had entered the palace, while she carried off 
her royal charge to a spot of safety. It was 
Chittor, near Oodeypore, in these same high- 
lands, that fifteen thousand Rajpoot women 
committed the johur, or wholesale suicide, to 
save their honor. And when Dulhai Rao 
promised the front post in all future 
battles to the Rajpoot chief who should first 
enter a certain besieged town, the leader of 
one clan was foundin the hour of victory im- 
paled upon the elephant spikes at its north 
gate, and the dead body of another was flung 
over the battlements at the south side, so 
eager were these Rajpoots, or “king’s chil- 
dren,” to sustain their name andto conjet 
or die for the Surva-vansa, 

A CITY BATHED IN SUNLIGHT. 

Were the capital of such a land of the ordi- 
nary Indian type it would be interesting, but 
Jeypore isacity that might be built in the 
fantastic architecture of dreams, or fabled by 
some poet devising strange and unparalleled 
combinations of color and cutline. There is 
nothing like itin India orthe world; and, 
albeit not at all ancient—for the present me- 
tropolis was founded by Jey Singh in 1725—it, 
no doubt, reproduces many traditional fea- 
tures ofthe old times, and well suits th: 
romantic chronicles of the country by its ex- 
traordinary beauty-of aspect and site. Noth- 
ing reveals the character of the place tothe 
traveler as he alights at the railway station 
and drivesto his temporary quarters. ‘The 
rose-red city of Jeypore, with its beautiful 
streets and fairylike palaces, is shut within 
the fence of high seven-gated walls, just a6 
the Rajpoot ladies of high{degree are screened 
from view by latticed windows and jealous por- 
tals. But you turn suddenly from the open 
space before, say, the Amber gateway, 
where camels are loading, and 
ox-carts toiling along, and mean and 
mud-built hovels cluster close to the tall 
screeu walls, protecting and concealing the 
real entranee. Your carriage crosses the 
square, beneath the crenellated breastwork; 
rattles over the pavement of the guard-house, 
where the Rajpoot sentry, in long black cloak 
and red turban, salutes the vehicle of the ma- 
harajah, and suddenly there opens on the well 
pleased gaze the vista ofa busy thoroughfare 
wholly unique and beautiful, in general ef- 
fect almost beyond description. The entire city 
from this first point of viewis of one and 
the same tint—a delicate, rosy red, relieved 
with white. If one could dream of building a 
capital with blush-rose leaves or pink coral, 
this is how it would look! Itis an interm- 
inable perspective of roseated house fronts, 
bathed by soft sunlight, nowhere ungraceful, 
and at many spots on either side of the way 
broken magnificently by stately frontsof pal- 
aces, and long lines of light pavilions, embel- 
lished with columns and cupolas, and enriched 
with floral or pictoral designs in aH sorts of 
hues. The splendid street thus entered, runs 
on a perfect level from east to 
west, more than two miles, always of the same 
grand breadth of one hundred and eleven feet, 
and so absolutely straight that throughout its 
entire length each house, each palace, each 
trader’s shop can be seen on either side, fad- 
ing away in the long perspective of rose-red 
to the battlements of the far-off Manak, or 
Ruby gate. A gay and bustling crowd of cit- 
izens gives animation to the charming mise 
en scene, which is backed by mountains 
rising nobly to the pure blue sky, almost 
every peak of them covered with some com- 
manding fort or fantastic pleasure-house 

THE CAGED TIGERS, 

On the dawn-lit hills above hangsa temple 
of the sun, looking down into the Gulta, a 
deep pass through the hills filled with shrines 
and fountains; and if yeu drive through the 
rosy street which opens opposite the Tripolia 
the Indianesque manner of it all is well main- 
tained by a low, one-storied building con- 
taining a row of strongly-barred cages. Here, 
full upon the open square, as if it were part of the 
natural appurtenances of a Rajput capital, are 
confined eight man eating tigers, criminals of 
the neighboring jungles and hills, taken “red 
handed” and imprisoned as state captives. 
The huge brindle beasts crouch at the bars, 
savagely glaring forth upon the moving crowds 
outside, too busy with pleasure and tratlic to 
notice them. Each tiger has tasted deep of 
human blood—one monstrous brute, lying on 
his back, has devoured seven, another 
ten human beings, and the tigress 
growling inthe last den is declared by her 
custedoan to be known to have slaughtered 
fifteen men, women and children. Most of 
such malefactors are shot, but these have been 
snared in pitfalls, where the tiger is left until 
hunger has reduced him to extreme weakness, 
upon which the captors manage to draw him 
forth,and shut him upin life-long imprison- 
ment.

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Useful Information for Housekeepers. 

The object of cooking is to bring about mere 
chemical changes in artiches of food when ex- 
posed to the influence of heat. Baking, frying, 
boiling or roasting are all only so many methods 
of applying heat. Thecommonest, the most con- 
venient, the cheapest agd quickest of these meth- 
ods is frying, which can be applied to almost all 
articies of food, which requires the least apparatus 
and the smallest fire, yet of all methods is the least 
understood, the one which destroys most food, and 
is the cause of more indigestion and dyspepsia than 
all the methods combined. The reason of this is, 
that in mapy substances the admixture of fat pre- 
vent chemical processes of cooking from having 
their proper development. 

The perfection ot frying would be to have fodd 
fried without coming into contact with the fat at 

Put as this is, of course, a self evident impos- 

y, the next best thing isto have the food 
come in contact with the fat as little as_ possible. 
This is accomplished simply by having the fat hot. 
Grease of every description is capable of being 
heated to a very much higher temperature than 
water; in fact, it can be made almost three times 
as hot as boiling water. When fat is at its boiling 
point it isso hot that-any article of food brought 
in contact with it is actually burnt, and this is pre- 
cisely the reason why, for purposes of frying, . fat 
should always be boiling hot. For any article of 
food—a doughnut—for example, dipped into boil- 
ing fat is immediately covered all over by a thin 
crust of burned dough, which prevents the fat 
from penetratingfurtherin, and enables the rest 
of the Coughnut to be exposed to 4 greater degree 
of lieat than can be applied to it by any other!pro- 
cess Without coming in contact with the fat, and 
the natural chemical processes go on inside with 
a greater degree of perfection than can oe obtained 
by any other method. 

Perfect frying is the perfection of cooking, but so 
soon as the fat is not sufficiently hot to create the 
burut crusts arcund the article, fried, the fat pen- 
etrates it and absolutely prevents cooking from 
takiug place atall. Ifthe fat is not boiling, bub- 
bling hot, the process that takes place is not cook- 
ing, but simply drenching the food with a tepid 
fat and reudering it totally disagreeable. It makes 
no difference how hot the fat is afterward, the 
mischief is done the moment the fat penetrates in- 
side. All perfectly fried food has a thin, crisp, 
brown outside crust (which has in itself a relishing 
tasie,) and is free from even the suspicion of 
fat inside, except what was intentionally put there 
by the cook. All housekeepers know that to fry 
wel!, their fat should be hot. But they do not at- 
tend toit half as scrupulous as they would if they 
understood the true philosophy of it. Boiling, bub- 
bling hot fat cannot penetrate anything, and 
cooks to | rerimpeaeg tepid fat penetrates every- 
where and does not cook at all, but actually pre- 
vents cooking, 

Any housekeeper who reads this and choose to 
protit by it need never put any greasy, fried, half- 
cooked and indigestible food upon hertable. The 
hotel secret consists in having the fat boiling hot 
before the things are putin, There is one other 
condition which follows naturally from this first 
one, but whichis almost invariably lost sight of 
even by good cooks, and that is that the fat should 
entirely coverthe article to be fried. The reason 
of this is that the part not at once covered by the 
fat remains cold, cools off the fat near it and then 
absorbs the tepid fat just the same asif it had 
never been hot. Fryingpans should be deep, well 
filled and heated to the boiling point, and then it 
is easy to turn out fried food, crisp. brown and 
dry on the outside, and perfectly soft, moist and 
weil cooked within. It is a peculiarity of the out- 
side crust of things fried fh boiling fat that the 
fat itself drips off from it as readily as water; 
hence, well fried articles are neither greasy in ap- 
pearance nor very greasy in reality. Frying ought 
to be as easy as boiling.—Housekeeping.

Ep NG RE Sk a 
KILLED BY A TRAIN. 
AN EAST TENNESSEE TRAIN HAND 
CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


Henry Eves in Trying to Couple Two Cars Stumps 
His Toe and Falis—The Car Pushes Him Along 
and Kille Him—His Body Badly Scratch- 

. ed—It is Moved to an Undertaker’s 


Henry Eves, a young white man, was killed 
on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad yesterday afternoon, about 4 o'clock, 

Eves was a train hand and was killed by his 
own train. 

The killing cecurred on the main track in 
the deep cut about one hundred yardseast of 
the McDaniel street bridge. Yesterday after- 
noon one of the switch engines of the East 
Tennessee road was engaged in switching 
some freight cars from fhe yard to the shops, 
Eves was one of the crew and waskilled while 
cou pling cars. About 4 o’clock 

THE ENGINE 8TARTED OUT 
with several cars. When near the McDaniel 
street bridge the engineer stopped the train, 
and after the engine was uncoupled pulled 
away and went upon a side track where he 
hitched on two or three more cars, He then 
pulled out upon the main track and after 
reaching the main track backed back to the 
cars be bad left. Eves was standing on the 
main track waiting for the engine to 
push the cars back tothe train, so that he 
conld couple them. He had done the same 
thing a thousand times before and with no 
thought of the danger accompanying the task 
stepped upon the track between the cars. He 
took the track near the moving car and just as 
he Jaid his hand on the bumper 
HE STUMPED HIS FOOT AGAINST A TIE. 

Eves tried to regain himself, but without suc- 
cess. He struggled hard to stay on his feet, 
for he knew that if he went down he would be 
crushed to death. The moving cars were be- 
tween him and the engineer, conseyuently the 
engineer did not sec his struggle forlife. After 
fighting hard to stay upon his feet Eves went 
down. He fell square across the track, and 
the head beam of the car pushed him along in 
front of it. He was rolled and turned about 
on the track for fifty to sixty feet, and then 
the cars came to a stand still. 

The engineer saw Eves when he stepped be- 
tween the cars and continued to push on un- 
til he heard 

THE MOVING CAR STRIKE THE STILL ONE, 

Then he continued to let the engine roll on, 
expecting each second to sce Eves step out and 
give the signal which informed the engineer 
that the cars were coupled. But Eves did not 
show himself, and finally becoming alarmed at 
his long stay between the cars, the engineer 
stopped his engine and walked back beside 
the track. When he reached the cars he 
found his train hand lying across 
the track between them. He called Eves by 
name but received no response. He then ap- 
proached and found that he wasdead. The 
engineer gave the alarm and inashort time 
people began to flock about the train and the 
dead man. The engineer pulled the cars 
away from the body and while it lay upon the 
track fully tive hundred people viewed it. 

THE BODY MOVED. 

A messenger was sent for Coroner Haynes, 
but he was too sick to respond. Dr. Boring. 
the county physician, responded, and after 
failing to secure a justice of the peace, gave 
orders for the removal of the body to Bowden 
& Patterson’s undertaking room, where it was 
dressed. Although rolled and pushed along 
the track for all of fifty feet, the body was 
not much disfigured. It was scratched and 
bruised, but not much torn. One hand was 
cut very badly, and the face was badly 
scratched. An inquest will be held by a justice 
of the peace this morning. 

Eves was about thirty years of age. He had 
been working for the read a long time, and was 
a faithful and efficient man. He lived on 
“astleberry street, and leaves a wife and two 
small children.
